ALL. ROADS RUN 
FROM EDMONTON 


This City Gate of Northland--Import- 
ant Report Presented to Board 
of Trade. 


That the extent of organized trane- 
portwtion facilities in the far north is 
vreater than very many are aware of 
Wae indicated in the report of H. M. 
bk. Evan? and Jas. Cornwall on the 
Findlay river route, read by Mr, Evans 
at the regular monthly meeting of 
the Edmonton board of trade yes 
day atternoon. The report dealt very 
fully with the question of transporta- 
tion and mail serviee in the far north 
and contains an immense amount o: 
valuable information to  prospeetive 
settlers, prospectors or pleasure eeek- 
ers who intend journeying into that 
eountry, 

The term “pleasure seekers,’ is used 
advisedly for the report indicated 
clearly that few more interesting and 
enjoyable trips could be taken from 
Kdmonton during the summer months 
thon into the northern part of Alberta 
and beyond, Steamers equipped with 
ali modern conveniences ply upon the 
principal rivers in the north, robbing 


the trip of many of its former diffi- 
culties and drawbacks. Incinded in 
the report were carefully prepared 


schedules showing the various routes 
to Fort Graham on the Findlay river, 
as well as to other places that might 
be “followed. It gives the distances 
hetween places in the north, the mode 
of travel, the length of time required 
*to make the trip, the probable cost, 
the best method of outfitting and con- 
siderable more valuable information. 

The reading of this comprehensive 
report was listened to with interest 
by the members of the board. A hearty 
vote of thanks was tendered Messrs. 
Evane and Cornwall ior their work in 
compiling this information. It) wae 
decided to have the report and sehed- 
ules printed for the benefit of the pub- 
lie at large, as well as for reference 
Some suggestions regarding the mail 
service in the north will be taken up 
by the board with Post Office Inspec- 
tor Cairns. 

The tollowing is part of the Teport 
presented ; 

A schedule) has been drawn up 
showing in tabular form the various 
routes distinguished by numbers, the 
mode ol travel,distanees with intermed- 
jute points, passenger and freight tar- 
iffs,titae tables seasons, sleeping aceam- 
modation, meals and such other in- 
formation as might be wanted. This 
schedule is intended to cover all the 
organized routes to the north country 
and gives the fauets as nearly as they 
could be ascertained. The times and 
rates given are for normal conditions, 
On the land routes, when the roads are 
exceptionally bad, treight rates rise 
aud traffic lags. The sailfng dates of 
the river steamers are only approxi- 
mate and are so marked in the sched- 
ule Allowance should always be 
made for delays en route, With these 
étiputations the schedule is offered us 
being fairly reliable. It das been 
passed upon by those iu authority. in 
respect of the meane of travel, 

A second schedule gives the govern- 
ment mail service throughout the same 
territory, the times of despateh and 
receipt of mails rst offices, distance 
mode o. conveyance, ete. 


advice offered to 
thoee who aay be inexperienced in 
eveh travelling, Short notes are added 
on the various places with reference 
to their equipment for supplying a 
traveller's needs, The route to. the 
Findlay river is then described a little 
more in detail, quoting especially the 
report of the R. No W. M, P. com. 
missioner on the trail from Fort St. 
dohns to Fort Grahame, 

Your committee would respectfully 
urge on the board to continue their 
efforts lo secure improvements in the 
means of transportation throughout 
the north country, Edmonton holds a 
commanding position as the gateway 
to this vast region, but that advant- 
age carries with it the responsibility 
of taking’ effeetive charge of its develop- 
ment,

panying echedule, To make connee- 
tions between routes due allowance 
must be made tor possible delays 
Apart trom ease and speed of travel

Ottawa, July 14--After a debate 
lasting most of the day, the Commons 
at 10 o'clock to-night finally passed 
the sessional piece de resistance, to
